Australia Plans 
“Scorched Earth” 


CANBERRA, March 10.—(Tues- 
day)—(AAP)—Drastic war powers 
authorizing the government to ap- 
ply.a scorched earth policy in any 
part of Australia endangered by the 
enemy were provided in new na- 
tional security regulations issued 
today.

Farm Income Boosted 


OTTAWA, March 9.—The government proposes that 
the fixed initial price for wheat delivered in 1942-43 under 
authorized delivery quotas shall be 90 cents per bushel, basis 
No. 1 Northern in store at Fort William-Port Arthur or Van- 


couver. 


This decision was announced in the House of Com- 
mons Monday by Hon. James A. MacKinnon, minister of 
trade and commerce and M.P. for West Edmonton, when 
outlining the government’s new wheat policy. 


He declared that with reserves of wheat approximating 
400,000,000 bushels on hand by next July, “this new price is 
not to be considered as warranting undue expansion in wheat 


acreage.” 


“I will go one step further. This is the highest govern- 
ment guaranteed price for Canadian wheat at any time since 
the last war. Wheat producers must accept the responsibil- 
ity of keeping wheat acreage at reasonable levels.” 


Feed Grains, Livestock Needed 


With such a huge amount of wheat in prospect, farmers 
would be well advised to look more to the production of other 
farm products in 1942-43, including feed grains and livestock, 


Mr. MacKinnon urged.

The minister, reviewing the 
wheat policy for the coming crop 
year and stressing that it would be 
associated. with a program to be 
outlined by Agriculture Minister 
Gardiner, said individual deliveries 
in the prairie provinces and British 
Columbia will be based on the au- 
thorized acreage of each producer 
as established in the crop year 
1941-42. 

The authorized acreage of these 
provinces for delivery purposes will 
be about 20,000,000 acres. 


INCREASE IN INCOME 

“In raising the per-bushel return 
from wheat and the amount of 
wheat permitted to be marketed 
from 230 million bushels to 280 mil- 
lion bushels, the potential wheat 
income of the prairie provinces 
will be raised from $125,000,000 in 
1941-42 to about $205,000,000 in 
1942-43, providing the full amount 
of the authorized marketings is 
available,” Mr. MacKinnon stated. 

The minister's speech on the 
wheat policy follows in full: 

For the greater part of the past 
decade wheat has been a difficult 
and an extremely complicated pro- 
blem for the dominion government. 
It has been possible to decide upon 
each year's program only after 
weighing all the factors capable of 
measurement or accurate appraisal 
For several months now this Gov- 
ernment has given very serious 
consideration to all phases of our 
present wheat position and I can

Canadians Face 
Higher Taxes, 
More Lending :

OTTAWA, March 9.—(BUP)— 
Canadians face increased taxation 
and new, larger loan appeals dur- 
ing the coming year, treasury of- 
ficials estimated today. 

Taking stock of the Dominion’s 
financial requirements for the com- 
ing year. preliminary estimates in- 
dicate the government will require 
$3.300,000,000 during .1942—most of 
this vast sum for war expenditures. 

This is an increase of a half mil- 
lion dollars over last year when 
Canadians contributed over $2,800,- 
000,000. Of this figure $1.309,000,000 
came from taxation and $1,370,000,- 
000 from Joans 


TAX SMALL INCOMES 

Usually well-informed govern: 
ment circles forecast a higher levy 
on smal] incomes. It is pointed out 
that while an individual with a 
wife and one child and an income 
of $1,600 annually pays a 
$156 in .Britain, the same person 
in Canada pays a tax of $35. The 
argument is that higher levy on 
taxation groups below $2,000 an- 
Nually would not only provide 
large additjonal revenues, but that 
it would also help enforce the gov- 


ernment’s anti-inflation policy. 
This class, it is emphasized, is now} 
bidding for goods and services at 
a rate far in excell of its normal 
custom 


Even with the possibility of tax- 
ation increases being largely direct- 
ed at small incomes only, it is 
thought

The bill deals in detail with the plan of 
acreage reduction and the method of reimbursing farmers for 


such reduction. 


The basic acreage on any farm 
is the wheat acreage in 1940 plus 
80 per cent of land new-broken in 
1940. Where there was no wheat 
acreage in 1940, the basic wheat 
acreage shall be the wheat acre- 


age in 1939, with 80 per cent of 


any land new-broken in 1940, 
provided that the basic acreage in 
wheat on any farm shall not ex- 
ceed “0 per cent of the total cul- 
tivated acreage of the farm in 
1939 or 1940. 

Payments on reductions are $2 
for each acre in summerfallow in 
1942 in excess of the basic acreage 


in summerfallow. Other provisions ! 


for payment also are included in 
the bill. 

Entitled An Act Respecting 
Wheat Acreage Reduction, the text 
of the bill introduced by Mr. Gar- 
diner, is as follows:

New Brunswick’s

FREDERICTON, March 9—(CP) 
—Hon, W. S. Anderson, minister of 
public works, said Saturday that 
during the present session of ° the 
New Brunswick legislature he wiil 
introduce an amendment to the 
Motor Vehicle act, setting a maxi- 
mum speed limit of 40 miles per

Continued trom Page One 
year has had to be made in the 
face of the most difficult set of cir- 
cumstances which has, I believe, 
ever confronted this country in re- 
gard to wheat. 
REPRESENTATIONS 

In arriving at our decision we 
have most carefully considered the 
various representations which have 
been made to us by different groups 
from the western provinces and 
have been in almost continuous 
consullation with advisers of the 
government as well as between 
members of the wheat committee of 
the cabinet and the whole cabinet. 
This has resulted in a most com- 
prehensive research into the whole 
wheat situation. The many recom- 
mendations we have received have 
been carefully analysed and the 
present decisions have only been 
arrived at after the most thoughtful 
consideration of every angle of the 
problem 

Five major factors have had to be 
considered. These factors were: 

(1) The necessary steps to be 
taken to improve the position of 
wheat producers who constitute 

such a large and important group 
in Canada, and on whom in large 
measure depend the well-being of 
the economy of the prairie prov- 
inces as well as of Canada as a 
whole. 

(2) The extent to which the Dom- 
Inion Government could act in re. 
spect to the wheat problem without 
detracting from our immediate ob- 
jectives in respect to the war. 

(3) The extent to which we could 
count on export markets during 
1942-43, 

(4) The responsibility which we 
bear to ourselves and'to our Allies 
in this war in maintaining a re- 
serve of wheat in Canada sufficient 
to meet unforeseen contingencies. 

(5) The relative importance of 
wheat production in 1942 as com- 
pared to other fe’m préducts under 
the stress of wartime conditions. 

While other factors entered into 
our consideration of our present 
wheat problem, these five factors 
emerge as’ the most significant in 
relation to the decision which the 
Dominion Government had 
make. Let me deal briefly 
each of these points. 

In regard to the position of the 
wheat industry and wheat pro- 
ducers in the prairie provinces, 
the government has throughout 
its consideration of 1942-43 wheat 
Policy, heen very sympathetic to, 
and in fact, strongly in favor of 
additional financial support to 
wheat producers and the western 
economy through an enlarged in- 
come from wheat. 

This decision in itself was not 
difficult to make because the gov- 
ernment has been aware that wheat 
prices were low when Canada en- 
tered the present war, and since the 
outbreak of the war the fixed ini- 
tial price of wheat under the Cana- | 
dian Wheat Board Act has been 
continued at 70 cents per bushel 
basis No. 1 Northern in store Fort 
William and Vancouver. Addition- 
al assistance in 1941-42 does not al- 
ter the government's attitude to- 
ward the price of wheat. During| 
these war years production costs} 
have increased for the wheat pro- 
ducer as for practically all primary 
producers in Canada, and therefore, 
it is only reasonable that at the pro- 
per time an adjustment should be 
made in the income derived from 
the production of wheat. 


As far as this government is con- 
cerned, the only question in regard 
to this phase of the wheat problem 
was by how much and in what 
manner it would be possible to im- 
prove th® income of wheat produc- 
ers with due regard to the other 
obligations of the government in 
respect to the all-important ques- 
tion of the successful prosecution 
of the present war. No one in Can- 
ada, and certainly not the wheat 
producers of the prairie provinces, 
suggest that anything should be 
done in respect to wheat which will 
in any way limit the capacity of 
this government to meet the im- 
mediate responsibilities and bur- 
dens of the war. 


EXPORT TRADE 

In connection with the second 
point we have had to carefully ex- 
amine the possibilities of moving 
our wheat into export trade. Under 
existing conditions, export markets 
for Canadian wheat are definitely 
limited; that is inevitable in the 
present phase of the war. Our prin- 
cipal market last year was, and this 
year will be the United Kingdom, 
and in forecasting our export possi- 
bilities we can only see in sight the 
immediate requirements of the Bri- 
tish Isles, and rather small exports 
to other countries. 

The Government has kept in ming 
at all times, in addition to these im- 
mediate considerations, the mure 
general responsibility which Can- 
ada must assume in respect to pro- 
viding adequate reserves of wheal 
for the United Kingdom, and pur 
Allies and against possible contin. 
gencies. At the end of last July 
Canada had a carry-over of 480 
million bushels of wheat in all posi- 
tions, the largest year-end stock of 
wheat ever held by this country. We 
expect to have about 400 million 
bushels of wheat on hand at the ena 
of the present crop year, or when 
the 1942 crop is ready for harvesi, 

The Government believes that 
this stock of wheat constitutes an 
adequate reserve of Canadian 
wheat, and does not feel that Can- 
ada can be called upon to main- 
tain war-time reserves in excess 
of this amount. If we maintain a | 
reserve in these proportion, we 
are doing all that can be expected | 
of us at this stage of the war,

In additiow to the reserves of 
wheat which we shall hold in Can- 
ada on July 3ist next, the United, 
States will have the largest carry- 
over jn its history—slightly over 600 
million bushels, and it is estimated 
that Argentina and Australia will 
hold stocks of 360 million bushels 
At the end of next July, the four 
chief wheat exporting countries wili 
have a carryover of 1,300,000.000 | 
bushels of wheat in addition to thc) 
surpluses which may arise from! 
1942 production. In the face of this 
situation there should be no anxiety 
as to the supplics of wheat availabic 
in normally exporting countries. 
and in particular in Canada and the 
United States,

largely offset decreased production 
in 1941. In spite of the small crop 
in 1941 we have only 62 million 
bushels less wheat to handle during 
the present crop year, as compared 
with the previous crop year when 
production was so high. 


WERE PREPARED 

The House will appreciate from 
those statistics the extent of the 
wheat problem for which we had 
to prepare, and for which we were 
prepared, in 1941-42. If the 1941 
wheat crop had been 400 million 
bushels instead of 299 million bush- 
els, we would have had to deal with 
nearly 900 million bushels of wheat 
during the present crop year. If 
yields of 1940 had been repeated 
in $941, we veould have had to deal 
with over a billion bushels of wheat 
in Canada. 

One of the effects of the small 
crop harvested in 1941 was to ma- 
terially ease the gain storage prob- 
lem in Canada, and the Canadian 
Wheat Board was able to rapidly 
advance delivery quotas during the 
fall of 1941. The crop year com- 
menced with a general delivery 
quota of 5 bushels per authorized 
acre; on October 7th the general 
quota was raised to 8 behels per

No one disputes the value 
of wheat as a food product; no one 
disputes the advisability of carry- 
ing a substantia] reserve of wheat 
under present conditions; and no 
one disputes the fact that of all 
farm products wheat can be most 
effectively stored. 


HUGE RESERVE | 


But, with 480 million bushels of 
wheat on hand Jast July, and with 
the prospect of 400 million bushels 
of wheat on hand next July at the 
time when the 1942 crop will be 
ready for harvest, and in view of 
the lack of large export possibili- 
ties, wheat production in 1942 can- 
not be regarded as an extremely 
urgent matter, This cannot be said, 
however. in respect to practically 
all other farm products produced in | 
the prairie provinces. We urgently 
need more hogs; we urgently need 
more feed grains; we urgently need 
more milk, butter and cheese. If | 
the government were to establish | 
priorities in respect to the produc- 
tion of farm products in 1942, it 
would be necessary to place wheat 
well down on the list, topped in 
point of urgency by feed grains, 
livestock and 
My colleague, the minister of ag- 
riculture, will be dealing with the 
course grain situation but the situ- 
ation is a most vital one and had to

be considered along with our wheat 
policy. 

I stress this point deliberately 
in order to make it clear than an 
undue expansion in wheat acreage 
and wheat production in 1942 is 
not advisable, and at the same 
time to strongly urge every pro- 
ducer in the prairie provinces to 
make certain that the Govern- 
ment's wheat policy does not in- 
fluence him one iota to cease, or 
in any way interfere with his ef- 
forts to increase feed grain and 
livestock production to the limit 
of his resources. 

When the full grain program for 
1942 is before the House, it will be 
seen that the government has made 
provision for encouraging farm pro- 
duction along the ljnes most ur- 
gently required, and provision will 
be made whereby wheat producers 
may benefit from the 1942-43 wheat 
program without unduly expanding 
wheat acreage. 


A REVIEW OF 1941-42 


Before dealing with the 1942-43 
program, I would like to briefly re- 
view the wheat position in the pre- 
sent,crop year, 1941-42, 

As I have already noted, Canada 
ended the crop year 1940-41 with a 
carry-over of 480 million bushels 
(on July 31st, 1941). This was a 
smaller carryover than we had ex- 
pected to have earlier in that crop 
year as it seemed inevitable that 
our carryover on July 31st, 1941. 
would be about 550 million bushels. 
As a result of increased exports, 
mainly in April, May, June and 
July, 1941, to the United Kingdom 
total exports in 1940-41 amounted 
to 230 million bushels, whereas we 
had expected exports, at best, of 
about 180 million bushels, This in- 
crease in exports to the United 
Kingdom, substantial flour exports 
to Britain and other countries, and 
a somewhat larger domestic demand 
for wheat made it possible for us 
to bring our July 3ist carryover 
down to the 480 million bushel 
level. 


WHEAT PROBLEM 
The 1941 wheat crop in the prairie 
provinces and in Ontario was very 
small. Canadian production in 1941 
is now estimated at 299 million 
bushels, as compared with 540 mil- 
lion bushels harvested in 1940. De- 
spite this the wheat problem has 
persisted in a very difficult form. 
The following figures show the 
quantities of wheat available in 
1940-41 and 1941-42:

delivery quotas at individual sta- 
tions were raised throughout the 
fal] mon‘hs as soon as local storage 
permitted. 

The Dominion government un- 
dertook to limit deliveries in all 
of Canada to 230 million bushels, 
which would mean about 223 
million bushels deliverable in the 
prairie provinces, Since the 
Prairie wheat crop amounted to 
279° million bushels in 1941, it 
Was apparent from the commence- 
ment of the new crop year, that 
marketings would not exceed the 
maximum established by the Do- 
minion government, making it 
Possible to take delivery of all 
surplus wheat in the prairie pro- 
vinces. It is expected that total 
deliveries for the crop year 1941- 
42 will amount to about 200 mil- 
lion bushels, which will be well 
within the limit prescribed for 
the prairie provinces, 


Up until February 27th country 
deliveries of wheat had amounted 
to 166 million bushels, leaving a 
balance of about 34 million bushels 
to be delivered before July 31st, 
1942. 

Exports are running 
higher than for the corresponding 
period of 1940-41. Up to February 
27th export clearances of wheat had 
amounted to 84 million bushels as 
compared with 65 million bushels 
for the corresponding period of last 
year. In addition during the sis: 
months ending January, flour 2x- 
ports in terms of wheat had amount- 
ed to 22 million bushels this crop 
year, aS compared with 15 million 
bushels for the same months in 
1940-41. It may be said, therefore 
that our exports of wheat and flour 
are running about 25 million bush- 
els ahead of the same period in 
1940-41. 

LESS FAVORABLE 

We must remember, however, that 
exports were very light up to this 
time a year ago, and did not run 
into substantial volume until the 
last four months of the crop year, 
As the crop year progresses, there- 
fore, it is very likely that our ex- 
ports will be less favorable as com- 
pared with a year ago, I would 


mot attempt to forecast our wheat 


exports for the crop yeat 1941-42 
because the volume of these export; 
depends so largely upon the re- 
quirements of the United Kingdom 
and the ability to provide the neces- 
sary shipping. 


THE 1942-43 PROGRAM 


In announcing the Government's 
1942-43 wheat program, I shall deal 
with that part of the program which 
comes within the jurisdiction of the 
Department of Trade and Com- 
merce. Following my statement, My 
Colleague, the Minister of Agricul: | 
ture will deal with other forms of 
assistance which will be administer- 
ed by his department. 

I wish to make it quite clear, Mr 
Speaker, that the announcements 
to be made by my Colleague and 
this announcement by me are close 
ly related. There are not two plan, 
but one plan carefully worked out, 
each in relation to the other on tne 
basis of the needs as we see them 
of the whole of the Western Pro- 
vinces. 


In so far as the wheat program 
is concerned, no attempt has been 
made to formulate a long term 
Pojicy, This would be virtually 
impossible in the light of the 
many factors which have a direct 


somewhat | 


bearing on our policy at the pre- 
sent time but which may or may 
not exist after the cessation of 
hostilities. in the studies which 
have been made in regard to the 
whole agricultural policy to be 
followed in the West, a possible 
long term program has been re- 
viewed but, as I say, under pre- 
sent cfrcumstances it is not possi- 
ble to implement s program which 
might be dislocated within six 
months of its announcement.

EXPANSION NOT WARRANTED 

In announcing the Government's 
decision in regard to price, I may 
once again reiterate the fact that 
this new price is not to be consid- 
ered as warranting undue expan- 
sion in wheat acreage. I will go one 
step further, This is the highest 
government-guaranteed price for 
Canadian wheat at any time since 
the last war. Wheat producers 
must accept the responsibility of 
keeping wheat acreage at reason- 
able levels, 

In proposing a price of 90c per 
bushel for No, 1 northern in store 
Fort William, Port Arthur or Vane 
‘ouver, the government is going as 
far as it feels it can. go, with due 
regard to its immediate and unpre- 


sedenled financial responsibilities! and in ordey that there be as little | 


in connection with the prosecuien 
of the war. I need not remind this 
House of the present financial com- 
mitments of the government in re- 
spect to wheat. 


The annual report of the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board, recently tabled 
in this House, showed on July 31, 
1941, deficits in respect to 1938, 
1939 and 1940 crops amounting to 
$79,972,814.45. A substantial pro- 
portion of Canadian wheat sup- 
plies is held by the Canadian 
Wheat Board and is a direct re- 
sponsibility of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. 

In addition to these exceedingly 
large commitments in respect to 
wheat, the new fixed price will add 
materially to the government's 
obligations in respect to wheat dur- 
ing 1942-43. 


AUTHORIZED DELIVERIES 


In addition to increasing the fixed 
price per bushel of wheat, the gov- 
ernment proposes to substantially 
increase authorized deliveries of 
wheat in the prairie provinces and 
British Columbia during 1942-43 to 
a total of 280 million bushels. 

This figure is based upon esti- 
mated domestic and export demand 
but it is extremely difficult to ac- 
curately forecast exports a year and 
a half in advance. The govern- 


ment is guided by estimates of ex- 
ports and domestic demand and is 
fixing authorized deliveries at 280 
million bushels. This figure will! 
not be changed on the basis of later 
estimates of the 1942-43 demand for 
Canadian wheat. The government 
thinks it is more satisfactory from 
the producers’ standpoint to name 
a definite figure for marketing in 
1942-43, rather than make it con- 
ditional upon factors which can 
only be estimated. 


SOFT WHEAT 


The authorized deliveriese of 280 
million bushels will apply only to 
the prairie provinces and part of 
British Columbia, The government 
does not propose to regulate mar- 
ketings in Eastern Canada because 
of the large demand for soft wheat 
for milling purposes, and because 
of the volume of grain required for 
livestock feeding in Eastern Can- 
ada 

In the main, the government's 
proposal to permit marketings af 
280 millon bushels jin the prairie 
provinces and British Columbia 
during 1942-43 was designed to 
limit such marketings to about the 
quantity which will go into export 
trade or domestic consumption in 
Canada. As a result, the govern- 
ment does not anticipate much 
change in year-end stocks on July 
31st, 1943, as compared with stocks 


ized marketings therefore involve a 


delay as possible in issuing permits 
to deliver wheat in 1942-43, 


FARM INCOME 

Before leaving the matter of the 
price of wheat for 1942-43, and au. | 
thorized marketings, I would like to 
indicate broadly the effect of the 
new Price upon potential income in | 
the prairie pfovinces. 1 Say ‘“polen- 
tial” for the reason that ‘we cannot 


be assured of how much wheat will |. 


be produced in 1942-43 when the 
new price basis becomes effective 
In 1941-42 the Dominion Govern- 
ment permitted the marketing of 256 
million bushels, which at the fixed 


price of 70c per bushel providea 
for farm income from wheat ot 
about $125,000,000. Since a4 very 


short crop was harvested in 1941, 
wheat deliveries will probably not 
exceed 200 million bushels, and the 
return to wheat producers will be 
about $106 000,000, exclusive of othe: 
forms of assistance. 


In raising the per-bushel return | 
from wheat and the amount of 
wheat permitted to be marketed 
from 230 million bushels to 280 
million bushels, the potential 
wheat income of the prairie pro- 
vinces will be raised from $125.- 
000,000 in 1941-32 to about $205,- 
000,000 in 1941-42 to about $205,- 
full amount of the authorized 
marketings is available, 

The Government's proposals in 
connection with price and author- 


| 


very substantial increase in the in- 
come of wheat producers, When this 
increase in income is placed along 
side of a very large income which 
is now accruing to producers of the 
prairie Provinces from the sale of 
livestock, livestock products, and 
grains other than wheat, Western

reasonably good. If farm revenucs 
from sources other than wheat in- 
crease moderately and if an average 
crop is harvested in 1942-43 farin 
revenues should reach $475,000,060 
in the prairie provinces during the 
coming crop year, as compared with 
about $350,000,000 in 1941-42, ex- 
clusive of direct Dominion Govern- 
ment subsidies in both years, 


FARM PRODUCTS 

So far 1 have dealt mainly with 
that phase of the Government's | 
grain program which deals prim: | 
arily with the desire of the Govern. | 
ment to increase farm income and 


add greater security to the position 
of the wheat producer, I now wish 
to submit three additional and im- 
portant proposals for the particular 
purpose of securing increased pro- 
duction of three farm producis 
which are necessary to our national 
war effort. 


PROPOSALS 

These proposals are: 

1—That a minimum price level 
for barley be established. This 


minimum ‘price level will be 60c 
per bushel basis. in store Fort Will- 
iam-Port Arthur for Winnipeg bar- 


ley futures as well as for all cash 
barley, basis No. 2 C.W. 6 Row at 
60c. The Canadian Wheat Board 
will be empowered to carry out this 
policy and regulations will be pre- 
pared in due course. 

2—That a minimum price level 
for oats be established. This mini- 
mum price level will be 45c per 
bushel basis in store Fort William- 
Port Arthur for Winnipeg oats 
futures as well as for all cash oats, 
basis No. 2 C.W, at 45c. As in the 
case of barley the Canadian Wheat 
Board will be empowered to ad- 
minister this policy and regulations 
will be issued in due course. 

3—That the price of flaxseed be 
fixed at $2.25 per bushel basis No. 
One C.W. flaxseed in store Fort 
William-Port Arthur, The Dominion 
government will empower the 
Canadian Wheat Board to purchase 
and handle all flaxseed delivered 
by producers in Canada in 1942-43. 
Trading in futures and cash flax 


markets at some date to be deter- 
mined, 
An order-in-council has been 


passed which prohibits any per- 
son under very heavy penalty 
from moving flaxseed from any 
licensed or unlicensed elevator or 
mill in Canada, and also prohibits 
any operator of any elevator or | 
mill from utilizing flaxseed with- 
out the written authority of the 
Canadian Wheat Board. Needless 
to say there will be no interfer- 
ence with the processing of flax- 
seed in Canada. In the near fu- 
ture regulations will be issued for 
the handling of flaxseed under 
the new plan. 

In connection with the minimum 
prices being established for oats and 
barley the government wishes to 
give a measure of assurance and 
security to those producers who co- 
operate in producing an ample 
supply of feed grain in 1942 in a 
patriotic endeavor to maintain our 
livestock production at high levels 
Producers generally will face the 
new crop year with the assurance 
that whatever the production of 
oats and barley is in 1942, the mar- 
ket will be supported on the basis 
I have outlined. 


VEGETABLE OILS 

The government's proposal in con- 
nection with flaxseed is designed to 
stimulate maximum production in 
1942. Canada and the United States 
must take steps to increase their 
supply of vegetable oils and to re- 
place sources of supply now cut off 
by the war. Flaxseed is not an easy 
crop to produce. The seed is ex- 
pensive, land must be well culti- 
vated and flax is not ordinarily a 
high-yielding crop, With these facts 
in mind the government feels that 
a relatively high price should be 
established for flaxseed in 1942 ane 
consequently has decided on a $2.25 
per bushel basis 

No participation certificates will 
be issued in connection with mar- 
ketings of oats, barley and flax- 
seed. Any losses accruing to the 


Government from these  oper- 
ations will be charged to the Con- 
solidated Revenue Fund and in 
the case of flaxseed any profits 
resulting from the Government's 
operations will accrue to the 
credit of the same Fund. In the 
case of oats and barley, any pro- 
fits will accrue to this Fund to 


apply against Government dis 
bursements under the general 
program. 


When the grain policy which I} 


have outlined is supplemented by 
the statement which will be made 
by the Minister of Agriculture, I am 
sure that the House will agree that 
this is the most comprehensive grain 
program ever presented to Parlia- 
ment. As I have said each step, each 
stage, has been carefully considered 
and implications thoroughly work- 
ed out, Broadly, the program which 
I have placed before the House 
seeks to give assistance where it is 


{ needed, to give greater assurance to 


the farmers of Western Canada, to 
indicate the lines of production 
which should be emphasized in 
1942-43, and finally to facilitate the 
production of needed farm products. 
I have every confidence that our 
program is practical and will eom- 
mend itself in the present emerg- 
ency, and meet with {he full co- 
operation of grain

DELIVERY QUOTAS 

As long as maximum authorized 
deliveries are established the 
prairie provinces, it will be neces- 
sary to provide for the limitation 
of farm deliveries. This is the only 
way in which total deliveries may 
be regulated 

The government, in consulta- 
tion with the Canadian Wheat 
Board, proposes that individual 
deliveries in the prairie provinces 
and British Columbia will be bas- 
ed upon authorized acreage of 
each individual producer, as es- 
tablished in 1941-42. On this basis 
the authorized acreage of the 
Prairie provinces and British Co- 
lumbia for delivery purposes will 
be about 20,000,000 acres, 
The per-bushel quotas to be esti- 
mated on authoried acreage in 1942-. 
43 will be determined in an equit- 
able manner when 1942 seeded 
acreages are known and when the 
general pattern of the 1942 crop is 
established. It is the desire of ‘he 
government and the board that the 
simplest possible quota plan be es- 
tablished for 1942-43, consistent with 
the obligation of distributing mar- 
ketings of 280 million bushels equit- 
ably among approximately 240,000 
wheat farmers in the prairie pro- 
vinces, 


REPORT CHANGES 

In connection with establishing 
delivery quotas it will be neces. 
sary for all wheat producers who 
are operating new farms in 1942, or 
who are operating more land in 
1942 than in 1941; or who are op- 
erating less land in 1942 than in 
1941; or who did not take out per- 
mits in 1941, to advise the Canadian 
Wheat Board at the earliest pus- 
sible moment of changes in their 
farms or of the fact that they do 
not hold 1941 permits. This is neces- 
sary in order that authorized acve 
ages may be properly establishe!

The Reaction Abroad 


The reconstructed Churchill Gov- 
ernment is under fire, before it has had 
time to show its quality, reorganize the 
army command, or give any indic-tion 
of changes in war policy. The circum- 
stances, as well as the comments of 
some London papers, suggest that the 
removal of the Prime Minister, and his 
replacement by Sir Stafford Cripps, is 
the objective of the new “drive”. 

Who is to head the Government of 
Great Britain is of course the business 
of the people of Great Britain, who may 
or may not be represented by the Lon- 
don newspapers and the political spon- 
sors of this movement. Whether this 
is the case is an open question at least, 
for it is not many days since the House 
of Commons gave Mr. Churchill the 
most nearly unanimous vote of con- 
fidence ever given to a British prime 
minister. 

Whatever happens, it is to be hoped 
the point will not be overlooked that 
this is wartime, and that the standing 
of Britain’s Prime Minister abroad is 
a matter of very vital consequence both 
to Britain and to the cause of world 
freedom. How the replacement of Mr. 
Churchill by Mr. Cripps would be re- 
garded in the United States and in the 
Dominions is something London can- 
not afford to ignore. 

It is only stating the obvious to say 
that no other man in Britain stands as 
high as Mr. Churchill in the estimation 
of the peoples of these countries. With- 
out questioning the right of the people 
in the Old Lands to select the head of 
their own Government, it is also the 
right of the peoples of the other United 
Nations to advise that this very im- 
portant fact be not forgotten. 


Ninety Cent Wheat 


The decision to raise the initial pay- 
mént for wheat from 70 cents per 
bushel to 90 cents guarantees the grow- 
er 28 per cent more money for the 
wheat he will grow next summer than 
he has received for the wheat he grew 
last summer, quantity and grade being 
the same. This is 10 cents per bushel 
less than the grower-delegation to Ot- 
tawa asked for, but it may be as much 
a8 was really expected. That it will 
substantially improve 
position is certain. 

The change means that instead of 
getting on the average around 50 
cents per bushel at his local elevator, 
the grower will get 70 cents for No. 1 
wheat, and correspondingly better 
prices for lower grades, On a yield of 
20 bushels to the acre the betterment 
will be $4 per acre, which on a crop of 
100 acres or more will run to a worth 
while sum, That may make the differ- 
ence between growing the crop at a loss 
and getting back something more than 
the expenses as an allowance for wages. 

The initial payment will of course 
still be only the initial payment, not 
necessarily the total price to the grow- 
er, If the wheat can be re-sold at a 
profit, he will get a further payment, 
But in present circumstances the grow- 
er will not build hopes on this, for 
“selling” wheat in the absence of an 
actual world market is mainly a ficti- 
tious term, 

But there is a prospect that, with 
Australia isolated, the Government

To Alaska Via Edmonton 


The Alaska highway is to be built, 
construction starting immediately, in 
hope that a serviceable road can be put 
through during the coming summer. To 
accomplish this will require all the men 
and equipment it is possible to employ, 
and since the building is to be done for 
military purposes a record for fast 
road-making is in prospect. 

Construction is to start, as it should 
start, from the farthest north-westerly 
point to which a road has already been 
built, Fort St. John, which is fortunate- 
ly also served by a railway. Supplies 
and men can be thus landed at the point 
of actual commencement with the least 
loss of time, and no time will be wasted 
in duplicating an already existing high- 
way. 

The road to Ft. St. John is an exten- 
sion of the roadway system of Alberta, 
and construction from that point north 
means that ‘the Alberta route” is the 
one to be followed. Of necessity the 
highway from Edmonton to Ft. St. 
John will have to be brought up to first 
class standard. This can be done, and 
no doubt will be done, while the con- 
struction gangs are working from that 
jumping-off point north. 

There are whoops of protest from 
Seattle and Vancouver because the Al- 
berta’route is being adopted, instead of 
one originally proposed, running ex- 
clusively through British Columbia. 
Just why there should be objection to 
the building being done where it can 
be done most quickly, is not clear, 
Starting construction from Ft. St. John 
does not veto the plan for a direct high- 
way from Vancouver to Alaska. It only 
means that the existing highway sys- 
tem, which happens to lead through 
Alberta, is the logical route to be 
adopted when speed is a matter of 
prime consideration. 

There is a highway from Vancou- 
ver to Prince George. All that need be 
done is to bridge the gap between 
Prince George and Ft. St. John to give 
the coast cities the direct highway to 
Alaska they have been clamoring for. 
The protesters would be much better 
employed urging the legitimate claim 
that this gap be bridged than they are 
shrieking because the already existing

Fall of Java 


At this moment and from this distance, 
it appears that the island of Java will fall 
to the Japanese, in spite of the heroic re- 
sistance being offered by Dutch, British 
and Americans, 

The disaster, in this case, will be both 
strategic and economic, if it occurs, In 
spite of the scorched earth policy, which 
the Dutch are carrying out rigorously, 
the opening of East Indies oi] resources by 
the Japanese might be quite possible with- 
in a short time, if the United States fails to 
maintain offensive activity in the Pacific, 

This, of course, would materially ex- 
tend Japan’s capacity for aggressive 
action, 

On the other hand, the loss of these oil 
resources to the allies will mean that the 
United Nations will have no oil at all in 
the Far East. And that will involve still 
another burden on the already severely 
overtaxed shipping facilities of the United 
States. The United States and the Middle 
East will have to provide all the oil and 
gasoline for further operations in the 


Pacific. 
Hitler’s War 


Then there is another factor to be con- 
sidered. If large quantities of high grade 
oil are made available to the Axis in the 
Indies, this acquisition might change the 
course of Hitler's war in Europe. 

Hitler may not be able to entirely 
abandon his proposed drives in Iraq and 
Tran, but he may be able to postpone them. 
In that case his forces and energies may 
be directed in @ quarter which concerns us 
more intimately. It may involve another 
threat to the British Isles, 

There is still another point to be con- 
sidered in the event that Java is lost. 

This disaster will finish what another 
disaster began. It will complete the de- 
struction of the white man’s prestige in 
Asia, which began to crumble when Singa- 
pore fell, 

Alone among the powers in the Far 
East, the British and Americans and Dutch 
have created the tradition of leading the 
colored peoples along the road of peace 
and self-improvement. 

Should that tradition be allowed to 
lapse under Japanese domination, as it 
naturally would, the hideous spectre arises 


of another war between all of the Occident 
and the Japanese-léd and. Japanese-amal- 
gamated races of the Orient—always omit- 
ting, of course, the Chinese, who appear to 
have a monopoly on civilization and cul- 
ture in that area. 

Mail Bag 

And now the mail bag which, merei- 
fully, will be brief tonight, 

“Patriot,” North Edmonton: Do you 
think there should be a shakeup in the 
Canadian cabinet as there has been in the 
British cabinet? 

No man or minister is perfect. And T 
Suppose, in the nature of things, there is 
no job being done anywhere that could 
not be done better by somebody else. 

I gould answer this question more in- 
telligently if I knew where those some- 
bodies were to be found. 

I presume that is also the attitude of 
Mr. Mackenzie King. 

“Smitty,” 94th Street: What is your 
guess as to the meaning of the recent Brit- 
ish raids over occupied France? 

I am glad you called it a guess, In my 
opinion, which is still a guess, the British 
raids over France, particularly over subur- 
ban Paris, indicate that Mr, Churchill and 
his government have finally given up all 
hope of appeasing Vichy and the French 
people, 

There is a powerful indication that the 
French people, hitherto overwhelmingly 
loyal to us, have now, through habit, des- 
peration and disappointment, begun to 
draw closer to Vichy. 

If this movement continues, that is to 
say, Unless the French are given reason to 
revive their faith in our victorious future, 
there does not appear to be any doubt at 
all that a part of France will finish this 
war as an active ally of Hitler, 

Present British récklessness of French 
public opinion, which former must be 
founded on accurate knowledge and con- 
sidered judgment, gives us real reason for 
apprehension that the French fleet will 
soon be joined to the Axis fleet and that 
Vichy will become a junior and inferior 
member of the Axis, 

I say this in full knowledge of the fact 
that this eventuality would occur in spite 
of the loathing of millions of loyal French- 
men who have never yet let a friend down. 


Discontent 


Once again, a vigorous and apparently 
insatiable cry of protest goes up in Britain 
against the conduct of the war. 

The demand is for offence, Newspapers 
which are most warmly supported by 
public opinion declare that the perpetual 
and monotonous emphasis on defence is 
losing the war. 

Mind you, I am not offering this as my 
Opinion. I am merely reporting what is 
said in Britain. 

The British critic—and there appears to 
be millions of him—states baldly that we 
suffer from bad leadership, that our higher 
officers have not been trained in the real- 
ities and methods of modern war and do 
not appear to be able to learn. 

It would be foolish to minimize the 
force of all this current discontent. We 
should note that it is sufficient to cause 
the open forecast in London that within 
three months Mr. Churchill will be suc- 
ceeded by Sir Stafford Cripps. 

It is surely possible to admit the prob- 
ability of such a change without depre- 
ciating the tremendous value and colossal 
services of Mr. Churchill, 

If the present Prime Minister should 
leave his office, he would leave it amid such 
a clamor of public gratitude and affection 
as is seldom accorded to any defeated 
statesman, 

Mr, Churchill is an imperialist, believ- 
ing that the Empire is a human organism 
whose head and heart are in England. 

Sir Stafford Cripps is a socialist, be- 
lieving that the Empire is a free associa- 
tion of sovereign peoples. 

Mr. Churchill’s usefulness to the Em- 
pire is waning, in the opinion of many, 
not because his intellectual and moral 
stature is any less than it has ever been, 
but because his notion of imperialism does 
not meet the views of the Empire nor the 
peculiar requirements of the war. 

This is not, by any means, a requiem 
for Mr. Churchill, It is an appeal that 
should he fall, Canadians, at least, will not 
join in any mean and sorry outcry against 
a man whose monumental faith, courage 
and spirit once saved the world.

Only Community Spirit Can Win War 


Victory Is Not Achieved Individu- «: 
ally or by Bureaucracies But 
by Community 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 

Into this discussion of the problem of 
mobilizing the nation, instead of merely 
the state, has burst a piece of good news. 
It emanates from Mount Gilead, Ohio. It 
is the story of a community going to war, 
through its own instruments of self-help, 
and it illustrates in action what I have 
been trying to put into words, 

Fred Sweet, local 
newspaper editor, and 
son of a long line of 
preachers—these preach- 
ers’ sons have played a 
remarkable role in the 
history of America—has 
a job in Washington with 
Leon Henderson's O.P.A. 
He tried to sell Washing- 
ton on mobilizing the 
people instead of merely 
setting up agencies. He 
had some _ ideas, but 
Washington thought they 
wouldn't work. When Senator Alben W. 
Barkley complained of the complacency of 
the nation, he got sore and took a leave 
of absence and went home to his own 
small town to do what he thought ought 
to be done, 

By Communities 


Now, what did he do? He began by 
recognizing a fundamental fact, the lack 
of recognition of which contributed to the 
fal] of France; the recognition of which 
accounts for the resistance of China and 
the remarkable stand of Russia. ‘ 

This fact is that wars are not fought 
and won by bureaucracies or by individ- 
uals. They are fought and won by come 
munities, But in order to have the com- 
munity fight you must re-create and 
strengthen the community. The false 
slogan of unity must be replaced by the 
true slogan of community, Unity means 
each isolated individual agreeing, Come 
munity means the people together acting. 

Mr. Sweet called together all the peo- 
ple, He did not stage a debate or a forum, 
He preserted a plan--a plan for “produc-

not an appeal for help, or an appeal to be 
given something to do. It was a proposal 
for doing something and an offer of help. 


Same Problems 


Mount Gilead, Ohio, has problems. It 
has the same problems that every com- 
munity has, How are the farmers to in- 
crease production with a labor shortage. 
everywhere? How are they to meet de- 
mands with a shortage of trucks, com- 
bines, rubber, auto transportation, ete., 
that must be guarded and yet used to the 
fullest? How are they to be ready to meet 
emergencies not yet arisen—for instance, 
the possible descent upon them of evacuees 
from menaced areas? They said to them- 
selves: If we are attacked on our sea- 
board, our Urals will be the middle west. 

They got together in the old-fashioned 
American way: In the okd opera house. 
They warmed and instilled enthusiasm 
and resolution into one another, by the 
mass of their presence, and by music, and 
prayer, 

Mr. Sweet had put the F.F.A, (the fu- 
ture farmers of America and their older 
brothers of the Four-H clubs) to work, 
and they had made a survey of the existe 
ing resources of the community, in trucks, 
autos, combines, tractors. And he pro- 
posed to them that they use these re- 
sources, aS a community, getting the 
greatest work out of them with the great- 
est conservation of them; organizing transe 
portation ‘o the factory where war pro- 
duction was going on, so that no auto 
travelled for its owner alone, but for as 
many workers as it could carry, 


Division Everywhere 
Now, we saw in this big meeting in a 


little town the same division we see 
everywhere. One man, and he was in 
charge of the local defence council, 


thought the defence council should do it, 
He was the reactionary present, But the 
people almost unanimously were in favor 
of taking hold themselves. 

What they are doing, of course, is to 
create a co-operative action, But they 
didn’t attach names and ideologies to it. 
They looked at reality, and did what 
reality required, Reality in war, that is to 
say in a desperate crisis, has no room for 


the kind of rugged individualiem that has 


been preached, and falsely preached as the 
American way—the individualism of 
every man for himself and the devil take 
the hindmost. 

Our New England forefathers knew 
nothing of that sort of individualism, No 
religious community knows anything 
about it, Our forefathers had corn-husk- 
ings; and barn-building parties; each 
owned private property, but it took on its 
dignity and justification from the fact 
that it was used for the progress of the 
whole community. Therefore, each was 
willing to protect the private property of 
the other, since each profited from all 
and all from each, 

Spirit Alive ; 

Now this spirit—which will save any 
nation, any time, anywhere—is stil] alive 
in this country. It is the most alive thing 
in this country, It has been terribly broken 
down by a wicked and pagan theory that 
freedom consists in doing anything you 
choose instead of in choosing to do what 
is right and necessary, The first idea 
creates anarchy and slavery. The second 
creates community and progress. 

Now, Morrow County, Ohio, has started 
on the right path. Let us see how many 
more counties can be added in a wev« to 
this self-help plan, Let us start competi- 
tions in our home towns and home coun- 
ties; not the campetition to see who can 
get most, but the competition as to who 
van give most. 

Then, let us apply the same simple 
philosophy to factories. Let us take work- 
ers into partnership with management: 
not into agreement (unity) but into parti- 
cipation in responsibility (community). 

Let us conceive of leadership in our 
affairs, not as issuing orders, but as taking 
the lead in action, And taking it not 
somewhere far off--Washington, for in- 
stance—but*where we are, in the ar€as of 
work where we are at home, where we 
know our neighbors or our fellow-work- 
ers, 

Then we shall release America into a 
beauty and power that no one knows 
exists, and we shall fight a war for the 
liberation of the world by first liberating 
ourselves, 
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ing commercial value as an advertising 
medium, Its news service we think is not 
equalled—certainly not surpass¢d—by any 
other paper, and its cultural value, 
through the sane, thoughtful and progres 
sive leadership of its editorials, marks 
it as the outstanding newspaper of west- 
ern Canada, and as a safe moulder and 
shaper of public opinion. 

Great concern has been expressed by 
world leaders that it might be possible to 
win the war and lose the ensuing peace. 
When peace comes it must he worth all 
and more than it cost. This can only follow 
if the thought-paths of our people have 
been blazed for them beforehand by such 
righteous and clear-headed thinking as 
your editorials have been offering your 
readers. c 

Your pronouncements on such subjects 
as old age pensions and other pensions or 
provisions for the handicapped and help- 
less, as part of a proper system of social 
security; your championship of the reason- 
able demands of agriculture for the right 
to exist: these, and many other outstand- 
ing and righteous demands you are mak- 
ing upon society and urging upon our 
governments, have, for some time been 
viewed by the writer and others with 
growing appreciation and enthusiasm. 

What moments of satisfaction the 
pioneer spirit of The Bulletin’s heroic 
founder must be experiencing! And what 
loyal support your fine paper should re- 
ceive from all patriotic and democratic 
citizens!

“Why ask so many questions, 
why confuse the issue,” he con- 
tinued, “why allow our pseudo- 
sciences to take away the greater 
Power of life?” 

Ever since the beginning of time, 
every civilization has had belief in 
survival, it was pointed out by the 
minister. “In our civilization, jt is 
the vague and watered-down con- 
cept of Christian immortality 
Eternal life begins here and now,” 
he declared, “and our immortality 
is morally and spiritually condition- 
ed on our daily life.” 

He told of Balaam who cried out 
that he be let die the death of the 
righteous, but who devoted his life 
to pleasing himself, and making 
his own opinions the driving force 
of his life, yet all the time praying 
and assuming that he would die a 
Christian. The most practical thing 
to be done is the will of God, he 
stated.

Take also the sensational developments that medical science has 
made during the last two years in the treatment of wounds. For ex- 
umpie it is said that sulfanilamide used as a disinfectant would have 
prevented 70 per cent of deaths due to wound infection in the last war 
Every U.S. soldier now carries sulfanilamide in his first aid kit 

In the automotive industry cars aNd transports of amazing mech- 
anical ability are being turned out for war pusposes, cars that would 
have been a god-send in peace-time had they been made available to 
the public. 

You can go on almost indefinitely finding examples of this sudden 
spurt in human progress. The same brains, material and facilities ex- 
isted in peace, but they produced little that was new and better. 


Must It Always Be This Way? 
HE answer to it all seems to be that we have to be plunged into a 
ehaos of death and destruction before we have enough 
throw off the bonds that hold us in the peace time rut. If those bonds 
are not our own stupidity in going along slavishly strangling, 
out-moced systems of finance, business, politics and industry 
then I've got the whole thing figured wrong.

It's important to drive home these lessons from the war. If 
they are not impressed, then we won't profit by the bitter ordeal 
we are going through and future generations will get the same dose 
until these lessons are learned.

NEW ZEALAND ATTACK 

A Jap attack against Australia 
would have to be followed by an 
attack on New Zealand if the Jap- 
anese were to deprive the Allies of 
westerly naval bases and bases for 
future offensives. Thus, instead of 
this wider operation, it is believed 
here that Jajem will first attempt 
to cut China off altogether from aid. 
With the United States establishing 
a supply depot in India and new 
routes to China being opened from 
there, that is the logical objective. 


Land operations from Burma are 
regarded as impossible. The attack 
is expected to come from the sea.

With the possibility of an attack 
on India in mind, members of all 
political parties have been urg- 
ing the government to make its 
anticipated gesture toward Indias 
immediately. When Hindw Lib- 
erals urged the prime minister to 
make concessions, there seemed 
to be a probability that he would 
revise his 1935 plan for feder- 
ated Indian states. Since then 
the Labor party has produced a 
plan for the immediate Indianisa- 
tion of the viceroy’s council and 
® constitutional convention. 

All plans for Indian self-govern- 
ment break down on the Moslem- 
Hindu question and the rights of 
the native princes. The Labor 
party backs Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru's all-India congress party, 
which is left wing, and maintain 
that M. A, Jinnah’s Moslem league 
is not representative of Mosiem 
opinion. Whatever golution is pro- 
posed next week, everyone here 
agrees that the aim must be to 
convince the Indians of Britain's 
Sood faith. With the enemy almost 
at the door, no measure could alter 
the situation before the first: on- 
Slaught was made, 

Until such time as the Alli 
take the offensive on a sarbenacaie 
the most pressing tasks confronting 
the United States and Great Britain 
is seen here to be that of Supplying 
Russia and China and by local ac- 
tions to draw off the largest Pos- 
sible number of Axis forces.

FRENCH PLANTS RAIDED

the tactic of harassing ‘the enemy 
and destroying his war plants. 
Authenticated figures show . that 
French industry is contributing up 
to 85 per cent of its output to the 
German war effort. 

The Allies’ greatest weakness con- 
tinues to be shipping which is 
bottlenecked in every sphere. The 
tremendous strides being made in 
American shipbuilding, as well as 
in every phase of production, have 
Greatly impressed the British, 

Meanwhile, the arrival of a large 
American contingent in the British 
Isles is regarded as encouraging 
proof that the United Nations have 
a strategic plan for prosecuting the 
war. 

Churchill's new government is 
very much on trial. Only a sense 
of fairness and the desire te see 
whether the new team can organ- 

ize a plan and execute it better 
than the old has prevented a new 
crop of criticisms from arising. 

After another gloomy week in 
which the Allies have suffered more 
defeats, there are evident here all 
signs of the same tough spirit which 
was glimpsed at the time of Diun- 
kirk and during the worst blitzes 
of last year. If Churchill's govern- 
ment produces results — not vic- 
tories but results in terms of effici- 
ent organization, co-ordinated pro- 
duction and co-operation between 
the services — it will continue in 
office. But the government of this 
democracy at Jeast is on trial for 
the next weeks.

Big Synthetic 
Rubber Plant 
For Dominion 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 

Edmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 

OTTAWA. March 9.—With the 
interruption of rubber shipments 
from the Malay peninsula and 
Malay archipelago now virtually 
certain for some time, Canada 
Possenses sufficient rubber stocks 
to carry on its war production 
program without hindrance, But 
there will be none for the ordin- 
ary civilian. 

An authoritative source disclosed 
today that full requirements of war 
production could be met between 
now and the opening of a giant 
synthetic rubber plant, a period of 
at least one year. Capital provision 
for the synthetic plant is $35,000,- 
000. 


While war requirements can be 
met without serious limit, war de- 
velopments in the Malay archipel- 
ago make it finally certain that no 
rubber at all will be avaialble in 
Caneda during the coming year for 
tires for the ordinary motorist, it 
was stated. Strict tire rationing by 
which priority motoring may get 
tires at present is possible by using 
stocks of manufactured tires in 
Canada. These are under rigid 
control of the governrfient. 

Though details have naturally 
been withheld, operations to con- 
serve rubber stocks and accumulate 
a reserve were started by the 
munitions and supply department 
about a year ago, through a crown 
company, Fairmont Company 
Limited. Toronto. With H. C, Jef- 
frys as president, this company is 
responsible for maintaining in Can- 
ada adequate supplies of rubber. It 
has been the sole buyer of rubber 
for Canada, and it sells to war and 
other industries as required. It has 
also controlled supplies of hides 
for the leather industry. 

Right up to the present, Canadian 
imports from Java have included 
rubber and other shipments in re- 
turn for munition shipments de- 
livered to the Dutch authorities 
there. &

LONDON, March 9.— 
(AP)—Soviet pressure for a 
second front in northern 
Europe which might swiftly 
link British, United States 
and Russian troops on a solid 
line was increasing in Lon- 
don today, with considerable 
Anglo-American support. 

The soviet argument, heard 
now wherever Russians, British 
and Americans meet, is that Hit- 
ler can be beaten by autumn pro- 
viding there is bold use of his 
own divide and conquer strategy 
against him, and that once he fs 
disposed of, Japan will be con- 
siderably less formidable to the 
United Nations. 

Then, it is argued, United States 
and British naval forces would be 
free from Atlantic tasks for con- 
certed action in the Pacific. 


U.S. ENCOURAGEMENT 

The Russians are encouraged to 
hope that establishment of a sec- 
ond front is not far off by the ar- 
rival of increasing U.S. forces in 
the United Kingdom. 

They talk freely of northern 
Norway, where the coastline is 
difficult to guard and the coun- 
try ideal for the infiltration tac- 
ties practised by Japan in the 
Pacific campaign. 

An Anglo-American drive across 
the top of Norway, which is almost 
contiguous with Soviet territory, 
could result in establishment of a 
common US.-British-Soviet fron- 
tier and protect the northern supply 
route via Murmansk and Archangel, 
iteis contended. It also would free 
some Russian troops now in the 
far north for stronger offensive 
action on the central and southern 
fronts. 


FAVORED BY MANY 

The Russians want such a front 
combined with increased British 
and American bombing attacks on 
Germany to hamper the Reich's 
war industry and snarl German 
rail lines so that Hitler will find 
it difficult to move armies east to 
protect weak points. 

There are many people in Brit- 
ain who feel the same way as the 
Russians. Sir Stafford Cripps has 
been urging greater co-ordination 
with the Soviet war effort. The 
Times Saturday expressed concern 
over Russian anxiety about inade- 
quate supplies from the west and 
Allied post-war intentions and 
urged closer tri-power politica) col- 
laboration. It said Russia “asks for 
more than material supplies 
Russia claims the right, which Lon- 
don and Washington equally claim 
on their own behalf, of judging for 
herself the conditions necessary to 
her own security.” 

Some important American opin- 
ion in London likewise parallels 
that of the Russians at least to the 
extent that it is upon aid to Russia 
and defeat of Hitler that the Allies

lay Russia open to an immediate 
stab in the back from Japan at a 
time when the Red army is heav- 

ily engaged in the west. 

But they believe that if the United 
States and Britain help rid Russia of 
her preoccupations in Europe, Rus- 
sia will not have to worry about 
what happens in Asia and will grant 
the United States the free use of 
Vladivostok.

Aldermen Deal 
Tonight With 
Bonus Problem 


Edmonton's city council Mon- 
day night will deal with the re- 
quest from civic employees for 
payment of a cost-of-living bonus 
commensurate with the increase 
in the cost of living. 

Negotiations between the City 
Commissioners and the executive 
members of the Federation of Civic 
Employees have been proceeding 
for several weeks without agree- 
ment being reached. 

The question has been before the 
city council on two previous oc: 
casions and each time was referred 
back to the commissioners for 
further consideration with the em- 
ployees, and also for the commis- 

wioners to bring to council the cost 
by department of the wage increase 
proposal] and counter proposal] made 
by the employees and the commis- 
sioners. 


DECISION EXPECTED 

It is extremely probable that a 
decision will be reached at Monday 
night's meeting. At the special 
meeting held last week it was 
evident that the majority of mem- 
bers of the aldermanic board were 
in favor of the payment of a cost-of- 
living, bonus. 

Monday afternoon the commis- 
sion board will meet with mem- 
bers of the executive of the Fed- 
eration of Civic Employees and 
it is possible that an agreement 
as to the amount of the bonus to 
be paid will be arrived at- 

The employees have asked for a 
bonus payment equal to living costs 
increase since the outbreak of war. 
The commissioners offered to pay a 
bonus of $2 weekly to married em- 
ployees and to single employees 
with dependents, and $1 weekly to 
unmarried employees. This offer 
was not acceptable to the em- 
ployees. 


MARKET CONDITION 

Apart from the cost-of-living 
item there is little on the agenda 
for Monday night. There is a peti- 
tion from operators of meat, fish, 
fruit and vegetable stalls in the 
city market drawing attention to 
the dangerous, insanitary and run- 
down condition of the market 
building in which they. operate. 
They point to the necessity of de- 
molishing this building and of re- 
placing it with a modern, conven- 
ient structure. A delegation of the 
stall renters will appear before the 
council ¢9 present their case. 

If a recommendation of the com- 
missioners is accepted by the city 
council the annual rental paid for 
use of the Mayfair Golf and Coun- 
try Club will not be increased for 
the war's duration. 


CLUB'S REQUEST 

Under the terms of the lease be- 
tween the city and the club the an- 
nual rental this year should be 
$1,600. A request has been received 
from the club that the $1,000 rental 
paid for the first eight years of the 
lease be continued during the pre- 
sent abnormally low revenues 
period. 

It is pointed out that through en- 
listment the club is without rev- 
enue from 21 shareholder members 
and from 40 young lads, sons of 
members. Playing membership is 
now 100 below that of two years 
ago, it is pointed out in the brief 
submitted to the commissioners by 
club officials. It is stressed also 
that if the city insists on payment 
of the increased rental the club 
will be unable to maintain the 
greens and do necessary repairs to 
buildings. 


VALUED UNIT 

Council is being asked to extend 
the sympathetic attitude it has 
heretofore shown towards other 
legitimate sporting enterprises that 
have found financing difficult, and 
the hope is expressed that it will 
regard the club as one of that cate- 
gory and as a valued unit among 
the playgrounds and parks of the 
city.

Legislature Is |” 
Expected Soon 


With only three important 
pieces of legislation still to come 
before. the house and with other 
bills well advanced, government 
members foresee prorogation of 
the legislature at the end of this 
week. 

A bill to amend the University 
Act is expected to be brought in 
Monday or Tuesday. This bill is ex- 
pected to provide some major 
changes in the administrational 
set-up of the University of Alberta 
It is likely to be based on recom- 
mendations of the six-man commit- 
tee which made a full investigation 
of the organization and has sub- 
mitted a preliminary report to the 
government. 

TAX AGREEMENT 

A bill to ratify the Dominion- 
provincial agreement for transfer 
of the province's income and corp- 
oration tax prerogatives for the 
duration of the war is to be intro- 
duced. 

A further bill for debt protection, 
to supplement acts already intro- 
duced to bridge the gap while the 
Debt Adjustment Act is under ap- 
peal before the privy council, also 
is expected to be brought in this 
week. Amendments to the Judica- 
ture Act and to the Consolidated 
Sales Act already have been brought 
in for this purpose. 

It is possible that provisions may 
be made for continuance of some 
of the functions of the Debt Ad- 
justmen{ Board until a decision has 
been received on the validity of the 
Debt Adjustment Act. 

Rapid progréss was made last 
week with estimates and bills and 
unless lengthy debate develops in 
connection with some of the gov- 
ernment’s legisiation this week, the 
session should end Friday.

Gross revenue from Edmonton's 
publicly-owned utilities for Janu- 
ary, 1942, amounted to $516,918.22

Expenditures for January this 
year totalled $287,141.77 compared 
with $257,917.44 last year.

Jap General 
Ends Life In 
- Philippines 


WASHINGTON, March 9—Gen, 
Tomoyuki Yamashita, who led the 
successful Japanese drive on Sing- 
apore, now is the new com- 
mander-in-chicf of the Japanese 
forces in the Philippines. This is 
announced in this morning's U.S. 
war department communique, 
According to the communique, 
Yamashita will succeed General 
Masaharu Homma, who is reported 
to have committed suicide because 
of his failure in the Bataan cam- 
paign. 

The war department's revelation 
is believed to provide further cor- 
roborative evidence in support of 
reports that Homma took his own 
life by the ,ritualistic hari-kari 
method, 

Yamashhita, according to the war 
department, has established field 
headquarters at San Fernando, in 
Central Pampanga province, which 
adjoins Bataan to the northeast. 

A continued lull in the fighting 
on the Bataan peninsula is reported, 
The war department says there has 
been no fighting on Bataan within 
the past 24 hours, On the Island 
of Mindanao, however, there have 
been some brisk skirmishes, These 
are said to have occurred in ihe 
vicinity of Digos, on Davao Gulf.

OTTAWA, March 9.—(CP)—An 
initial payment of $1 a bushel for 
wheat instead of the 90 cents, 
basis No. 1 northern at Fort Wil- 
liam, suggested in 6 bill intro- 
duced in the House of Commons 
by Trade Minister MacKinnon will 
be sought by representatives of 
185,000 petition-signing prairie 
farmers now in Ottawa.

HITLER DIRECTS CAMPAIGN 


15,000 Nazis Wiped Out 
As Russ City Recaptured 


MOSCOW, March 9.—(AP): 


—Russian soldiers fighting 
unceasingly in the snow to 
weaken the expected German 


spring offensive have cap-| 


tured the city of Sychevka, 
driving a wedge midway be- 
tween the Nazi strongholds of 
Rzhev and Vyazma on the 
central front. 

Dispatches from the wintry 
battleline yesterday told of the 
sweep of the Red army into the 
city 125 miles due east of Moscow 


after a two-day battle in which it 
was stated virtually all of the 
15,000 men of the German 48th 
division were wiped out. 

Sychevka is on the 70-mile north- 
south rail line connecting Rzhev 
and Vyazma. 


On the Leningrad front, where 
the Russians have been battering at 
the Nazi siege ring, the Soviet in- 
formation bureau said 2,500 enemy 
soldiers and officers had been 
wiped out in three days of fighting.

INDIA PREPARING 

The All-India radio, hinting In- 
dia’s readiness for Japanese attack, 
said that tactical troop movements 
would be carried on day and night 
hereafter in the Madras area, on the 
east coast, 800 miles across the Gulf 
of Benga! from the Andaman is- 
lands where Japanese bombers al- 
ready have carried the war to In- 
dian soil. 

Australia felt that she was next in 
the Japanese order of attack. 

The Japanese, as the Australi- 
ans were the first to admit, had 
Planted their rising sun ban- 
ners in the Australian mandate of 
New Guinea at Salamaua, 400 
miles northeast of Cape York, and 
at Lae, 35 miles north of Saja- 
maua.

A WARNING by Gen. Homer Lea that the West Coast might be 
attacked in this fashion stirred wide discussion three decades 
ago. Now, with America and Japan at war, the plan is worth looking 
at again. Gen. Lea missed three big bets. He did not forsee the ai 


Thirty years ago, a little man fresh from years 
in the Orient warned the U.S. that a Japanese in- 
vasion of the Pacific coast was more than a possi- 
bility. He even drew a blueprint of the probable 
form an invasion would take. 

This prognosticator was General Homer Lea, a 
Denver-born citizen who became Dr, Sun Yat-sen's 
chief military adviser in China. He was variously 
dubbed a charlatan and sensation monger for his 
warning but since his death in 1912 there has been 
increasing disposition among military scholars to 
call him a genius. 

Right or wrong, his theory deserves considera- 
tion in 1942. The California coast has been shelled. 
U.S. merchant ships have been torpedoed in sight 
of populous areas on that coast. 

* . . . 

Gen. Lea did not figure on the infinite possibili- 
ties of the airplane in his 1909 calculations. Great 
U.S. naval bases also have been developed on the 
west coast since his time. Basically, however, his 
analysis of weaknesses and strength still appears 
sound. His first consideration, as of all strategists, 
was terrain, The lay of the land on the Pacific 
coast, its forbidding headlands, strategic passes and 
key centres of population remain the same as in 
Lea's day. 

He divided the Pacific coast into three major 
zones of- population; (1) the Seattle-Portland area; 
(2) the Los Angeles area; (3) the San Francisco 
area. 

He postulated that the first could be “cracked” 
by landings in the Grays Harbor-Willapa Bay sec- 
tor, where several rivers have scooped out an easy 


route east through the mountains. He envisioned 
the invaders striking north at Seattle from Cene 
tralia, south toward Portland. 

7 . ° e 

Similar landings north of Los Angeles and an 
encircling action was Lea's conception of the answer 
to the southern California problem. 

In both instances, he forecast the armies of Nipe 
pon would reach out to seize the main rail and 
highway passes in the precipitous mountains east of 
both areas, These passes, most of them at elevations 
over 5,000 feet, canalize the routes of supply to the 
west coast population centres, Their military value 
cannot be over-cstimated 

After seizing the northern and southern areas, 
and obtaining control of their communications 
bottlenecks, the general thought the invaders would 
land north and south of San Francisco for a pincers 
movement against the central bastion. 


In control of the coastal strip west of the moun- 
tains, entrenched behind the peaks that stretch ale 
most unbroken from Canada to Mexico in the 
coastal, Cascade and Rocky Mountain ranges, the 
Japanese would await developments while the rest 
of the United States bled itself while trying to send 
troops and supplies through the western deserts, 
over its mountains and through its tangled forests, 

Since Lea's day, the airplane has enormously ene 
larged the possibilities of offense and defence, 
Great airfields now protect the west coast. The 
Japanese have not taken Hawaii, a necessary pres 
lude to mainland invasion in Lea's “blueprint.” He 
though a Japanese fifth column would wreck that 

island group's defences,

And whereas such unskilled 
persons are incapable of instilling 
the democratic ideals, the moral 
standards or the education attain- 
ments that are so vitally needed 
in the training of a virile younger 
generation that will be capable 
of taking tts place in the develop- 
ment of democracy in the Domin- 
jon of Canada; 

And whereas it fs highly waste- 
ful of the public funds and human 
time and effort that government 
energies should be expended in at- 
tempting to train increasing num- 
bers of teachers who under present 
conditions are being retained and 
drawn from that profession as 
rapidly as they pass through the 
normal schools; 

And whereas this increasingly 
grave situation js not only under- 

“mining the educational standards of 
our dominion, but the very founda- 
tions of our carefully constructed 
educational system itself to the ex- 
tent that the younger generation is 
threatened with an educational 
handicap that may hinder the de- 
velopment of Canada for all time; 

Now therefore be it resolved that 
the Alberta government be urged 
to immediately remove the present 
insecurity and conseqnent transi- 
ency and immaturity evident in the 
teaching profession by placing it 
on a sound basis and by providing 
the members thereof with the com- 
pensation that will not only assure 
the best qualified persons being 
available at all times for the schools 
of the province, but will also per- 
mit teaching to become a perman- 
ent and highly skilled profession

And be it further resolved that: 

4—This meeting of representa- 
tives of teachers of Alberta and Al- 
berta divisional trustees, formally 
go on record as requesting that a 
committee composed of teachers 
and trustees be granted the privi- 
Jege of appearing before a commit- 
tee of the legislature in order to 
make representations directly to 
that body; 

Q—That this situation be given 
immediate consideration by the 
legislature now in session and that 
provisions be made by substantially 
increasing school grants, such 
moneys to be raised by some forms 
of educational grants; . 

3—That in event the legislature 
should refuse to comply with the 
above requests, the aforemention- 
ed committee together with the 
provincial executive of the Al- 

berta Teachers’ Association be 
authorized to take such direct ac- 
tlon as they may deem the cir- 
cumstances warrant;

Speaking to the graduands, Dr. | 
Scarlett, in the convocation ad- | 
dress, asked them to consider their 
university training as providing 
them with a “sword and shield”, 
their graduation as a “dress par- 
ade”. “You are no ordinary sol- 
diers,” he said “and don't jet your 
swords come back unhonored.” 

“You are physicians to give suf- 
fering mankind confidence, In 
your mission you're not alont. The 
whole medical profession is with 
you. I can give you no greater 
blessing than that which the pro- 
fession will give you, and your 
Purpose of youth will carry you 
through. 

Referring to his topic, the dis- 
tinguished medical  practitioneer 
declared “the flavor of adventure 
keeps life sweet. Take all that is of- 
fered, it will keep your days bright, 
Keep your imagination, and the 
idea that the whole thing is an end- 
less adventure.” 


“ONLY ONE PATIENT” 


Recalling that he himself had 
graduated at such a_ war-time 
ceremony, Dr, Scarlett pointed out 


that “now is a time for action, not 
for words; yet action without in- 
Spiration, direction or a course 


planned beforehand is apt to lead 
to disaster,” 


And Dr. Scarlett then proceed- 
ed to give “the young men (and 
ladies) in a hurry” the advice of 


“a wayfarer.” 

“As medical initiates,” he said 
“you have the privilege of member- 
ship in a guild which knows no 
bounds, where recognition is by 
ability . . . medicine is not a busi- 
ness but a profession, where pro- 
fession literally means belief . . 
and includes the concern for the 
individual, the welfare of human 
beings, their dignities and suffer- 
ings.” 

“Medicine today has many spec- 
ial branches, but there is still only 
one patient,” the doctor noted 

Dr. Scarlett asked the class to 
“keep your horizons bright, extend 
your interests . . . but remember 
that medicine is still a learned 
profession, The university has 
given you the tools, it is for you to 
apply them... you've received 
real training, but your essential 
growth is after graduation.”

“Whoever accepts the present 
basis of society must also be pre- 
pared to accept the recurrance 
of unemployment and poverty 
which we knew before the war 
and must also expect the recur- 
rance of other wars,” declared 
William Irvine, organizer for the 
Alberta Farmer - Labor Party, 
(C.C.F.), in a speech at the 
People’s Forum, Edmonton on 
Sunday evening. 

“Hitler accepts the realism of the 
situation and says since poverty is 
inevitable we must see to it that 
the Aryan race does not suffer from 
it, but that all others snall be poor 
while it flourishes and in order to 
assure our position we accept war 
as their way of life and prepare 
for it so that we may be sure that 
other people bear the brunt of the 


inevitable poverty,” Mr. Irvine 

stated, 

CONSERVATIVE OPINION 
“Conservative opinion in Canada 


agrees with Hitler that poverty and 
war are inevitable—things to be 
accepted and borne because of ,hu- 
man nature, But our conservative 
people divide into two schools as 
to what is best to be done about it 
Both these schools agree that 
poverty is inevitable and that it is 
good since the struggle against it | 
makes people strong and develops 
initiative. Bus when it comes to 
war, while both schools agree that 
it is inevitable, one believes that if 
we prepare for the inevitable, the 
inevitable may not come upon us 
whereas the other believes that if 
you do not prepare we will thereby 
not encourage the inevitable, and 
thereby be able to avoid it. 

“They do not stop to explain 
either how peopie can be inspired 
to struggle against that which is 
accepted as inevitable, nor how 
the inevitable can be avoided by 
whatever action or inaction might 
be taken,” he said. 

“Socialists properly dissent from 
this fatalistic inevitable, Every fact 
in history bearing on the subject of 
human society goes to show that it 


is always in motion; that it is in 
constant process; that capitalism | 
with its poverty and war has no 
more claims to finality than the 


passing cloud or a morning fog. 
Socialists believe that there is only 
one inevitable in a living creative 
society and that is progress through 
constant change; that life is assured 


by its capacity for adaptibility,” Mr, 
Irvine stated. 
“NEW EXPERIENCE” 

“We have come to the door—and 
we are knocking on it—which will 
open for us a new human experi- 


worst elements of the same old im- 
perialism. 

“Just as a capitalist monopoly 
within a state may exploit the 
entire citizenery in its own desire 
for gain, so Hitler is striving to 
set up a monopolistic nation 
which by force shall similarly ex- 
ploig all nations for the benefit 
of the alleged superior Aryans, 
That is Hitler's ‘New Order.’ 
What is ours?” 


“NEW ORDER" 
“This war has been properly de- 
scribed as war by revolution, It 
has been so described because the 
‘New Order’ is being established 
during the process of the confliet 
and used as both the spirit and 
technique of victory. Hitler builds 
and consolidates his new order of 
terror as the war proceeds and is 
used by him to further his object- 
ive. What new order are we build- 
ing and consolidating in Canada 
which will help us to overthrow 
Hitler,” continued Mr, Irvine, 

“Changes are being made, have 
had to be made, just as in the last 
war. In Canada any changes we 
have made, have been made as 
emergency measures for the dura- 
tion, and to be abandoned after the 
war. But the changes made in Bri- 
tain are being made, not to be 
abandoned, but as necessary steps 
toward the new order anticipated 
when victory has been won. 

“This war is as much a race in 
revolution as it is a contest between 
armed forces because the fitness, 
the equipment and the spirit of the 
fighting forces on both sides de- 
pends very largely upon the extent 
to which the new order of our 
choice has been organized and em- 
ployed. 


USE DEMOCRACY 


“Whichever side manages to 
establish the new order most com: 
pletely during the process of war, 
will have the best chance to win. 
In other words, Hitler is using 
Nazism very effectively to assist 
him in his fight to Nazi domination 
of the world. We should similarly 
be using demo¢racy to assist in the 
fight for its own deliverance and 
supremacy, In this connection, Mr. 
Soule says in the New Republic, 
‘The war is being fought on two 
fronts at once, First the military 
fight against the Axis. Second the 
construction of a democratic, na- 
tionally managed, fully productive 
world order, without which the 
military struggle cannot ‘result in 
victory, and without which the 
fruits of victory cannot be real- 
ized’.” 

Mr, Irvine announced that he 
would deal with the same subject 
next Sunday night, advancing the 
principles upon which such a demo- 
cratic society must rest, how far it 
can be built during the war, and 
how extended in peace,
